The long drawn out depression added much to the embarrassment 
of the situation, but thanks to the liberal, magnanimous ‘‘ 400”’ 
competent, earnest workers in ophthalmology and otology, whose 
names appear on pages 468-79, the ANNALS prospered and con- 
tinues to grow in size and in professional favor, and will enter 
upon its fourth year with every facility required to make it 
creditable to our National Ophthalmic and Otic Literature. The 
large number of capable observers, workers and writers, who have 
entered our special field of medical science, since the ANNALS was 
founded, and demand for the contributions of the senior masters 
has increased and enriched current special medical literature so 
that it becomes necessary to divide the work of reviewing, glean- 
ing, condensing and ‘‘ editing’’ among a larger number of collab- 
orators. Commencing with the next (January, 1895) number the 
ANNALS will be made larger and better in every way. 

The increased cost of production will necessitate the advancing 
of the annual subscription to $5.00, but for the purpose of favor- 
ing those who are already subscribers, (this issue will reach no 
others) and for disposing of the ‘‘ business nuisance’’ during the 
early part of the year, I propose to accept $4.00 in full payment
